Metered Mail Is 
Next Novelty 


New Electric Device Will Permit 


Business Concerns to Can- 


cel Their Own Output. 


VALUABLE TO LARGE MAILERS 


Will Save Several Hours in the Han- 


dling of Mail and Will Protect 


Firms From Loss of Stamps 


Through Thefts. 


. Washington.—"Metered mail" is to 
b« the next novelty In the rapidly de- 
veloping postal system of the country, 
remarks the Washington Herald. 
It 


has received the indorsemr 'it of con- 
gress and the postoffice depaitment and 
Is scheduled to make its appearance 
within the next two months. 


Metered mail will be sealed, stamped 


and canceled by the individual owner 
of a meter. 
The mail then will be 


taken to the postoffice and placed im- 
mediately upon an outgoing train with- 
out necessity of remaining in the post- 
office until handled in routine fashion. 


Metered mail is provided for in "a 


rider on an agricultural bill passed at 
the last session of congress. 
This 


rider grants to first class mail matter 
the registered permit privileges now 
enjoyed by second class mail. Instead 
of being required to stamp each letter 
n firm now will have the privilege of 
obtaining a mailing permit, thus ex- 
pediting its mail. 


Under the postoffice plan, which soon 


will be in effect, firms will be able to 
lease postal meters that have been 
authorized for 
use 
by 
the 
postal 


authorities 
The 
local 
postoffice 


authorities will register the meter and 
will issue a permit number to the 
firm. 


Meter Operated by Electricity. 


The meter will be a rather heavy 


metallic box, about the size of a lunch 
box. 
It will have two small doors 


which will be locked by the postal 
authorities and securely sealed 
A 


firm will take the meter to the post- 
office and buy a desired amount of 
postage. 
The postal authorities will 


adjust the meter so that if will stamp 
and cancel just so many letters and 
no more. 
The number of letters for 


\\liicli ad-vance postage has been paid 
will be automatically registered on the 
lower of the two doors and the postal 
authorities will keep a record of the 
amount of postage sold to each meter 
owner, so that an absolute check may 
Ift? kept. 


The firm will keep the meter nt its 


offices except when It is necessary to 
buy more postage. 
The meter will be 


operated by a small electric motor. Tht 
letters will be fed into the meter ir 
batches and will be sealed, Mnmpe< 
and canceled at the rate of 2.10 a niin- 
ute. 
As tho letters are handled the 


meter will automatically record the 
number of cameled letters on the up- 
per door. 
The user will adjust the 


mechanism of the muter to Uiat the 
time stamped on the letters will be 
one hour in advance of the time of de- 
livery of the letters at the postofflce. 


Help Large Mailers. 


The meter, it is expected, will prove 


of great value to large mailers. In srd- 
dltion to saving time and labor the 
meter will enable large firms to ex- 
pedite their mail by at leust several 
hours. The meters will protect firms 
from !oss of stamps through thefts or 
carelessness and will also give a mark 
of distinction to the firm's mail, all of 
which will bear a private permit num- 
ber, a mark of big business. 
The 


metering of the mail also will lighten 
the work of postoftices and will lessen 
the number of postage stamps needed, 
thereby making It possible to reduce 
government forces and expenses con- 
siderably. 


Metered mail will not bear regular 


postage Btamps, but merely a permit 
number.

. Washington.—MMetored mail” is to 
be the next novelty in the rapidly de­ 
veloping postal system of the country, 
remarks the Washington Herald. 
It 
has received the indorsement of con­ 
gress ahd the postoflice department and 
Is scheduled to make Its appearance 
within the next two months. 


Metered mail will bo sealed, stamped 
and canceled by the individual owner 
of a meter. 
The mail then will be 
token to the postoflice and placed im­ 
mediately upon an outgoing train with­ 
out necessity of remaining in the post- 
oflice until handled in routine fashion. 


Metered mall is provided for in *a 
rider on an agricultural bill passed at 
the last session of congress. 
This 
rider grants to first class mail matter 
the registered permit privileges now 
enjoyed by second class mail. Instead 
of being required to stamp each letter 
a Arm now will have the privilege of 
obtaining a mailing permit, thus ex­ 
pediting its mail. 


U n d erlie postoflice plan, which soon 
will be in effect, firms will be able to 
lease postal meters that have been 
authorized for 
use 
by 
the 
postal 
authorities. 
The 
local 
postoflice 
authorities will register the meter and 
will issue a permit number to the 
firm. 


Meter Operated by Electricity. 


The meter will be a rather heavy 
metallic box, about the size of a lunch 
box. 
It will have two small doors 
which will be locked by the postal 
authorities and securely sealed. 
A 
Arm will take the meter to the post­ 
oflice and buy a desired amount of 
postage. 
The postal authorities will 
adjust the meter so that it will stamp 
and cancel just so many letters and 
no more. 
The number of letters for 
which advance postage has been paid 
will be automatically, registered on the 
lower of the two doors and the postal 
authorities will keep a record of the 
amount of postage sold to each meter 
owner, so that an absolute check may 
Ift? kept. 


The firm will keep the meter at its 
offices except when It Is necessary to 
buy more postage. 
The meter will be 
operated by a small electric motor. The 
letters will be fed into the meter ir 
batches and will bo sealed, stampec 
and canceled at the rate of 250 a min­ 
ute. 
As the letters are handled the 
meter will automatically record the 
number of canceled Iptters on the up­ 
per door. 
The user will adjust the 


mechanism of the meter so that the 
time stamped on the letters will he 
one hour in advance of the time of de­ 
livery of the letters at the postoflice. 


Help Large Mailers. 


The meter, it Is expected, will prove 
of great value to large mailers. In ad­ 
dition to saving time and labor the 
meter will enable large firms to ex­ 
pedite their mail by at least several 
hours. 
The meters will protect firms 
fforn loss of stamps through thefts or 
carelessness and will also give a mark 
of distinction to the Arm's mail, all of 
which will bear a private permit num­ 
ber, a mark 
of 
big 
business. 
The 
metering of the mail also will lighten 
the work of postofllccs and will lesson 
the number of postage stamps needed, 
thereby making it possible to reduce 
government forces and expenses con­ 
siderably. 


Metered mail will not bear regular 
postage »tamps, but merely a permit 
number.

Eight-Hour Day Unknown. 


Thejbight-hour working day so com­ 
mon in the United States is unknown 
in the Balkan rural districts. 
The 
peasant works from sunrise until after 
dark. 
He is so bent and weather­ 
beaten that he looks twice his age aft­ 
er thirty. 
In some cases he belongs 
to one 
the nomadic tribes and leads 
an existence*, unknown in the country 
districts of America. 
At night one 
often passes whole wagon loads of 
them on the road going from town to 
town. 
Every man is asleep on his 
, lead, and is not disturbed by thoughts 
of burglars or highwaymen. 


The peasant removes hisi hat to 
everyone better dressed than himself 
and gets his ox-cart off the road for 
every automobile. 
He is a simple, 
honest, 
home-loving 
person 
with 
much homely virtue. 
The peasant 
women 
have enormous families of 
children, only about half of whom 
survive the rigors of child-life in the 
extreme conditions that prevail in the 
Balkans. 


Cottages Are Crude. 


The peasants’# cottages are crude 
structures with thatched roofs and 
mud walls. 
But they contrive to 
adorn them with attractive exteriors 
and take great pains to produce the 
utmost decorative effect. 
This em­ 
bellishment frequently takes the form 
of a porch with a small background 
bearing a border design whose con­ 
trasting colors and composition sug­ 
gest the patterns used by the Nava- 
jos of the American Southwest In 
blankets and carpets. 


But while the exterior of the home 
is attractive, a peep into the inte­ 
rior shows the economic stress un­ 
der which these people live. 
There 
is seldom any kind of food except 
coarse cornmeal. 
The cooking uten­ 
sils are limited to a few home-made 
pewter pots. 
The furniture consists 
of a table and a few rudely con­ 
structed benches.^

With the help of the Forest Service 


and the county «gent, a number of 
farmers who live til Hangman Valley, 
Wash., just north of the 1'uiouse Di- 
vision of the St. Joe Forest, are co- 
operating this year in the sale of about 
300,000,000 feet of timber. 


Last fall the Forest Service was 


requested to aid these farmers in dis- 
posing of a considerable amount of 
timber on their claims. It developed 
that there were approximately 
200 


settlers who owned about 300,000,000 
feet of timber which they desired to 
dispose of as a unit in order to attract 
some company capable of handling the 
entire proposition. 
They were, how- 


ever, unable to agree upon a satis- 
factory price. The project had been 
worked up by the local county agent, 
a former Forest Service man. from 
whom the request for help came. 


Not Needed for Crops. 


The Forest Service agreed to make 


an appraisal of the timber and to as- 
sist in drawing up a contract and sale 
conditions. 
The appraisal was made 


last spring and a price fixed of about 
$3.50 per thousand feet. 
Although 


the land is well adapted to agricul- 
ture, it will not be possible for tt 
owners to put all of It Into cultivation 
Cor a number of years. Consequently 
It is to their advantage to devote it 
to growing timber until such time as 
it is needed for raising crops. 
The 


stand consists of yellow pine of a 
good quality and contains a large 
number of trees just below merchant- 
able size 
which will 
make rapid 


growth when the old timber is re- 
moved. It is distinctly a case whore 
It will pay the farmers to grow trees. 
These facts were explained to the 
members of the association and the.t

Most 
of these disease carriers come in close 
contact with the larger domestic ani- 
mals and thus the direct transmission 
of germs from their body surfaces is 
possible and also It is known that tl}ey 
are more than likely to contaminate 
water courses. It is possible thnt 
many cases of anthrax may be at- 
rributed to the common house fly.

GROWING TIMBER 
WILL PAY WELL 


Farmers Owning Small Tracts 
* Will Find It Advantageous to 
Market Crops Together. 


CASE IN NORTHWEST CITED 


When Care Is Exercised In Selecting 


and Cutting a Woodlot May Be 
Made Source of Income for an 
Indefinite Period. 


With the help of the Forest Service 
and the county agent, a number of 
farmers who live in Hangman Valley, 
Wash., just north of the Palouse Di­ 
vision of the St. Joe Forest, are co* 
operating this year in the sale of about 
300.000,000 feet of timber. 


Last fall the Forest Service was 
requested to aid these farmers in dis­ 
posing of ft considerable amount of 
timber on their claims. 
It developed 
that there were approximately 
200 
settlers who owned about 300,000.000 
feet of timber which they desired to 
dispose of as a unit in order' to attract 
some company capable of handling the 
entire proposition. 
They were, how­ 
ever, unable to agree upon u satis­ 
factory price. 
The project had been 
worked up by the local county agent, 
a former Forest Service man, from 
whom the request for help came. 


Not Needed for Crops. 


The Forest Service agreed to make 
an appraisal of the timber and to as­ 
sist in drawing up a contract and sale 
conditions. 
The appraisal was made 
last spring and a price fixed of about 
$3.50 per thousand feet. 
Although 
the lajid Is well adapted to agricul­ 
ture, it will not be possible for tl. 
owners to put all of It Into cultivation 
for a number of years. 
Consequently 
It Is to their advantage to devote it 
to growing timber until such time as 
it is needed for raising crops. 
The 
stand consists of yellow pine of a 
good quality and contains a large 
number of trees just below merchant­ 
able 
size 
which 
will 
make 
rapid 
growth when the old timber 1s ro* 
moved. 
It is distinctly a case where 
It will pay the farmers to grow trees. 
These facts were explained to the 
members of the association and thej 
quickly saw the advantage of handling 
the forest in the manner rccommend-

ed. In order to save the young growth 
they agreed to sacrilice 30 cents per 
thousand on the stumpage price. 


Co-operation Is Favored. 


Farmers hi general who own small 
bodies of timber will find it pro!)table 
to co-operate with their neighbors in 
marketing their grown timber. 
Jn 
many cases the individual amounts are 
too small, as in the above Instance, to 
make it profitable for their owners to 
adveiflise for bids or for sawmills to 
come In. When rare Js taken in select­ 
ing and cutting timber a woodlot may 
be made a sourco of Income to Its own­ 
er for an indefinite period of years,

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WAR ON HOLES NETS 
PROFIT FOR FARMER 


Fur of Animal Found to Be of 
Considerable Value. 


Annual Damage by Rodent« to Crops 
and Grain In the United States la 
Roughly Estimated to Amount 
to $300,000,000. 


Moleskins obtained from animals 
killed In the crusade fostered by the 
biological survey, United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture, against crop- 
destroying animals have netted $fA- 
000 to $00,000 a year to farmers of 
Oregon and Washington. 
Moles and 
the many kinds of rodents do serious 
damage to grass and grain, and a cam­ 
paign of extermination was started 
against them through co-operation of 
the biological survey and the states 
relations service. 
As a by-product of 
extermination the fnr of the mole was 
found to be of value. 
The pelt of 
the northwestern mole is superior to 
that of the Scotch mole, which is gen- 


Some American Moles Are Larger and 
Have Finer Pelts Than the European 
Animals Which Now Furnish the 
Bulk of the World's Supply of Mole­ 
skins. 


erally used for fur garments. 
The 
northwestern moleskins have recently 
sold at from 50 to GO cents apiece and 
have been in great demaud. 


The total annual damage by rodents 
to crops and grains In the United 
States is estimated roughly at $300, 
000,000. This is being cut down by 
systematic 
poisoning 
campaigns 
in 
various sections. 
The territory cov­ 
ered in these campaigns in the last 
year amounted 
to about 34,000,000 
acres. 
The saving to crops in the 
destruction of moles and of such ro- 
cteijts as prairie dogs, ground squirrels, 
pocket gophers, and jack rabbits is 
estimated to be $10,000,000 a year. 


RATS CAUSE ENORMOUS LOSS 


Damage in Minnesota Estimated at 
$12,000,000 Annually— Rodents 
Also Spread Disease. 


Entomologists of the department of 
agriculture of the University of Min­ 
nesota say tlmt Minnesota's financial 
loss from the depredations of rats is 
from $10,000,000 to $12.000,000 annual­ 
ly. 
State directors of agricultural ex­ 
tension work have estimated the losses 
In Montana at from $15.000,000 to $20,- 
000,000; In North Dakota at $0.000.000 
or more; in Kansas $12,000.000; Jn 
California $20,000,000 and In Wyoming 
and Nevada at from 10 to 15 per cent 
of (he value of all crops. 
1 


“In addition to this monumental 
loss of food products,u 
says F. L. 
Washburn of the division of economic 
zoology, University Farm, “rats spread 
disease, and efforts are being made 
by our state and city boards of health 
to reduce the number of these dan­ 
gerous and destructive animals. 


“Every citizen of Minnesota should 
feel the responsibility of doing his or 
hqr part by making new' buildings rat- 
proof 
and 
by 
eliminating 
rubbish 
which harbors rats, as well as by an 
active campaign leading to their de­ 
struction both by trapping -mid poi­ 
soning.”

Umn desert his post, before his task 
was flnislied, he sacrificed the dearest 
ambition of his life.

a half Roosevelt had him in his cab- 
inet as secretary of war—and soon 
had him in liis eye for the presidency.

. Washington.—"Metered mair' Is to 
be the. next novelty In the rapidly de- 
veloping postal system of the country, 
remarks the Washington Herald. 
It 
has received the indorsement of con- 
gi'ess ahd the postoflice department and 
Is scheduled to make its appearance 
within the next two months. 


Metered mail will bo sealed, stamped 
and canceled by the Individual owner 
of a meter. 
The mail then will be 
taken to the postoflice and placed im- 
mediately upon an outgoing train with- 
out necessity of remaining In the post- 
oflice until liandled In routine fi\shlon. 


Metered mail is provided icrc in *a 
rider on an agricultural bill passed at 
the last session 
of congress. 
Tliis 
rider grants to first class mail matter 
the registered permit privileges now 
enjoyed by second class mail. Instead 
of being required to stamp each letter 
a iinn now will have the privilege of 
obtaining a mailing permit, thus ex- 
pediting Its mail. 


ünder^the postoflice plan, which soon 
will be in efTcct, iirms will be able to 
lease postal meters that have been 
authorized for 
use 
by 
the 
postal 
authorities. 
The 
local 
postoflice 
authorities will register the meter and 
will Issue a permit number to 
the 
/irm. 


Meter Operated by Electricity, 
The meter will be a rather heavy 
metallic box, about the size of a lunch 
box. 
It will have two small 
doors 
which will be locked by the postal 
authorities and 
securely 
sealed. 
A 
firm will take the meter to the post- 
oflice and buy a desired amount of 
postage. 
The postal authorities will 
adjust the meter so that it will stamp 
and cancel just so many letters and 
no more. 
The number of letters for 
which advance postage has been paid 
will be automatically, registered on the 
lower of the two doors and the postal 
authorities will keep a record of the 
amount of postage sold to each meter 
owner, so tliat an absolute dieck may 
W? kept. 


The firm will keep the meter at its 
oflices except when It Is necossary to 
buy more postage. 
The meter will be 
operated by a small electric motor. Tlu 
letters will be fed Into the meter ir 
batches and will bo sealed, stampec 
and canceled at the rate of 250 a min- 
ute. 
As the letters are handled 
the 
meter will automatically record 
the 
number of canceled Iptters on the up- 
per door. 
The user will adjust the 


mechanism of the meter so that tlie 
time stamped on the letters will be 
one hour in advance of the time of de- 
livery of tho letters at the postoflice. 


Help Large Mailers. 


The meter, ft Is expected, will prove 
of great value to large mailers. In ad- 
dition to saving time and labor the 
meter will enable large firms to ex- 
pedite their mail by at least several 
hours. 
The meters will protect firms 
fi'om loss of stamps through thefts or 
carelessness and will also give a mark 
of distinction to the firm's mail, all of 
which will bear a private permit num- 
ber, n mark 
of 
big 
business. 
The 
metering of the mail also will lighten 
the work of postoihces and will lessen 
the number of postage staiups needed, 
thereby making It possible to reduce 
government forces and expenses con- 
siderably. 


Metered mail will not bear regular 
pastage »tamps, but merely a permit 
number.

In few if any of the Kal- 
lian states does the government make 
any provision for care of the poor.

Eight-Hour Day Unknown, 


Tlie,^lght-hour working day so com- 
mon in the United States is unknown 
In the Balkan 
rural districts. 
The 
peasant works from sunrise until after 
dark. 
He is so bent and 
weather- 
beaten that he looks twice his age aft- 
er thirty. 
In some cases he belongs 
to one c^ the nomadic tribes and leads 
an existence-, unknown in the country 
districts of America. 
At night one 
often passes whole wagon londs of 
them on the road going from town to 
town. 
Every man is asleep on his 
load, and is not disturbed by thoughts 
of burglars or 
highwaymen. 


The peasant 
removes his^ hat 
to 
everyone better dressed than himself 
and gets his ox-cart olT the road for 
every automobile. 
He is a simple, 
honest, 
home-loving 
person 
with 
much 
homely virtue. 
The 
peasant 
women 
have 
enormous 
families 
of 
children, only about half 
of 
whom 
survive the rigors of child-life in tiie 
extreme conditions that prevail in the 
Balkans. 


Cottages Are Crude. 


The- peasants** cottages are 
crude 
structures 
with 
tiiatched roofs and 
mud 
walls. 
But 
they 
contrive 
to 
adorn them with attractive exteriors 
and take great pains to produce the 
utmost decorative effect. 
Tids om- 
bellishment frequently talces the form 
of a porch with a small background 
bearing a border design whose con- 
trasting colors and composition sug- 
gest tho patterns used by the Nava- 
jos of 
the American 
Southwest 
In 
blankets and carpets. 
But while the exterior of the home 
attractive, a peep into tljo Inte- 
rior shows the economic stress un- 
der which these people live.

Is seldom any kind of food except 
coarse cornmeal.

to July 
G, 17S5, 
when the United Stales congress 
passed the resolution 
referring 
to '-.he first money put or.t by 
the 
now governinent. 
Where, 
then, did Shakespeare get the 
word ? 


The answer lies In the 
fact 
that "dollar" is an Anglo-Saxon 
corruption of the German "thal- 
er," first coined about 14S0 in 
the valley 
(or thaler) 
of Joa- 
chimsthal. 
The coin met with 
popular favor and, during tho 
reign of Charles V. femperor of 
Germany, king of Spain and lord 
of Spanish-America, 
It became 
the standard

United Slates and Great RrMain 
—for the first and only 'English 
dollar was coined at the Rank 
of England in 1804.

AS THEY CAME ON THE MENU 


With the help of the Forest Service 
and the county agent, a number of 
farmers who live in Hangman Valley, 
Wash,, just nortli of the Palouse Di- 
vision of t^he St. Joe Forest, are co» 
operating this year in the sale of about 
3(H).000.(K)0 feet of timber. 


Last 
fall the Forest 
Service 
was 
requested to aid these farmers In dis- 
posing of a considerable amount of 
timber on their claims. 
It developed 
that there were approximately 
200 
settlers who owned about 300,000.000 
feet of timber which they desired to 
dispose of as a unit in order^ to attract 
some company capable of handling the 
entire proposition. 
They were, how- 
ever, unable to agree upon u satis- 
factory price. 
The project had been 
worked up by the local county agent, 
a former Forest Service man, from 
whom Uie request for help came. 


Not Needed for Crops. 


The Forest Service agreed to make 
an appraisal of the timber and to as- 
sist in drawing up a contract and sale 
conditions. 
The appraisal was made 
last spring and a price fixed of about 
$3.50 per thousand feet. 
Although 
the la,pd is well adapted to agricul- 
ture, it will not be possible for tl. 
owners to put all of It Into cultivation 
for a number of years. 
Cousequentls 
It is to their advantage to devote It 
to growing timber until such time as 
it is needed for raising crops. 
The 
stand consists of yellow pine of 
a 
good 
quality 
and 
contains 
a 
large 
number of trees just below merchant- 
able 
size 
which 
will 
make 
rapid 
growth 
when the old timber Is re- 
niQvod. 
It is distinctly a case where 
It will pay the formers to grow trees. 
These facts were explained

the forest in the manner rccommend-

the many kinds of rodents do serious 
damage to grass and grain, and a cam- 
paign 
of extermination

against them through co-operation of 
the biological survey and the stales 
relations service.
